Lonpon, Sept. 15.—|Mr. Smalley's Cable 
Letter to New York Tribune.]—Till yes- 
terday England was not invited to mediate 
between France and China. The unexpected 
arrival of M. Waddington, the French Min- 
ister to England. at Dover last night, and his 
instant departure to Lord Granvilie at Wal- 
mer, following yesterday's meeting of the 
French Cabinet, are popularly associated 
with the Tonquin affair. It is generally 
hoped that this may be 80, for the occur- 
rences of each suceeeding day tend to in- 
crease the tension between France and 
China.

3 FRANCE AND CHINA. 

All authentic news received as to the 
Franco-Chinese negotiations is indicative 
of an early peace. For the moment 
the outbreak at Canton has been 
quelled, and the presence of Fu- 
giish gunboats will be a protection to 
all foreigners. Thisemeute is, however, only 


treaty ports. ‘The misfortune is, that the 
Chinese make no distinction between 
Frenchmen and other foreigners. The 
couference which took place yesterday 
between Earl Granville and M. Wad- 
dington, the French Embassador 
at Walmer Castle, was satisfactory. M. 
Waddington stated that the French Govern- 
ment was willing to admit the claims of 
China to the suzerainty over Annam, 
with a right of investiture of the 
monarch and of veto over the suc 
cession to the throne. He also stated 
that they were willing to discuss favorably 
the Chinese proposal of a neutral zone be- 
‘tween the Chinese frontier and the French 
protecto After the conference with 
M. Lord Grauville tele- 
graphed to the Marquis Tseng, who 
is staying at Folkstone, only a few 
miles from Walmer. The Chinese Embassa- 
dor had an interview with Lord Granville 
the same evening, and it is reported that he 
at once accepted England's mediation 
with reference to the neutral zone, 
subject to a reference to Pekin. 
The Marquig Tseng hopes to hear 
from Pekin in time to return to Paris by 
Wednesday and resume negotiations. M. 
Waddington assured Lord Granville that the 
reéaforcements now being sent forward to 
Tonquin are only just. suflicient to 
keep the French force there in et- 
fective fighting cond and Im- 
ply no menace whatever to China. After 
the interview between M. Waddington and 
Lord Granville, the Foreign Office tele- 
graphed to Sir Harry Parkes, the British.

HOW THEIR CALLING .PROSPERS IN THE 
> FRENCH CAPITAL. 


Panis, Sept. 15.—([Special Cable.]—The 


indignation of all well-reguiated Paris- 
ian. families has deen aroused by 
one of those too frequent do- 
mestic episodes that set forth 


in true colors perhaps the vilest institutions 
that have as yet taken root in the social sys- 
tems of great cities—very private detective 
agencies; The fact of this episode, which 
is about to be ventilated in the tribunals, and 


measures, are briefly as follows: M. Lenor- 
mend, a Parisian advocate, married in 1875 a 
fascinating and frisky widow, somewhat old- 
er than himself, and of a temperament 
at once too ardent and too jealous. 
Their domestic felicity barely outlived the 
honeymoon.

She had recourse to one of the priv- 
ate detective agencies that have sprung up 
in Paris lately with toadstool growth. Soon 
all the mechanism of the renowned Tricoche 
Cacolet type was putin motion against the 
husband, who is hale, hearty, and handsome, 
and enjoys an income af $30,000a year. In- 
genious tissues of falsehood, scandal, and 
slander of the most piquant description were 
fabricated by the fertile imagination of de- 
tectives, who, to demonstrate their raison 
d’etre did not hesitate to drag iu the mire the 
reputations of honest men and women. 
Among the many victims whose domestic 
hearths were assailed bythe social vipers 
were M. and Mme. Clovis Hugues, M. 
Hugues is the well-known Depute des 
Bouches du Rhone, Municipal Counselor, 
poet, and essayist. M. Hugues -recent- 
ly married a young lady endowed 
with beauty and wit, tempered with the 
sterling virtues that make up a good wife. 
M. Cloirs Hugues’ menage was the happiest 
imaginable. The other day there was 
brought to Mme Le Normand an 
utterly truthless story, one of the incidents 
of which was that Mme. Cloirs Hugues 


had been previous to her marriage the mis- 
tress of M. Le Normand. This scandalous 
revort reached the ears of M. Clovis Hugues. 
It burst like @ bombshell in the midst 
of his conjugal felicity and narrowly 
missed ending in a most thrilling and 
fatal tragedy.

THE FACIFIC ISLES. 
LORD DERBY OPPOSED TO ANNEXATION. 
Loypon, Sept. 14.—Lord Derby, the 

Colonial Secretary, has forwarded a dis- 
patch to the Australian Government, stating 
that the Imperial Government deprecates 
the proposed scheme of annexation of Pa- 
cifie islands to the Australian colonies. He 
calls attention specifically to the ease of the 
Islands of Samoa, where the German, Brit- 
ish, and American Consuls have sometimes 
exercised their influence jointly or separate- 
ly, and says the Governments of Great 
Britain and Germany made treaties with 
Samoa, which, therefore, forms an independ- 
ent State, and its annexation to Australia 
might lead to a violation of. international 
law. The same he declares to be true of 
other islands.

Last night elders were found in 
the house of Ellison, a few miles from 
Laurel. There about midnight they received 
calls from 150 able-bodied men, who escorted 
them to the woods and made them strip and 
submit to a coating of tar and feathers. They 
were then threatened with lynching if they 
did not leave the country s y.

Sacramento River Filling Up— 
A Failure. 


San Cal., Sept. 15.—[Special 
to New York: Tribwne.]—The week opened 
with the celebration ot the admission-day, of 
the State, an occasion which called out many 
reminiscences of pioneer days and showed 
the gradually lessening number of Argo- 
nauts. Two large celebrations were held— 
one at Stockton, the other at Monterey. 
Early times in San Franeisco were recalled 
by a picture, exhibited. on Montgomery 
street, of the firscelebration of the day in 
1850, when the city looked somewhat as 
Santa Fé does today—with low Spanish- 
American houses, and gambling-saloons on 


the ground floor of the main buildings. 


The rapid filling up of Sacra to River 
and its tributaries by débris from hydraulic 
mines has been brought forcibly to public 
notice by the dangerous sandbars recently 
formed, which have proved ruinous to river 
navigation.
